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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claims 1 , 2, 4-13, and 16-18, the prior art of record does not teach a 
EEG acquisition unit comprising a parameter storage for storing a database of EEG 
parameter data comprising amplifier and display variables and an access module 
coupled to the parameter storage for limiting access by the AU operator to the 
parameter storage. The closest prior art reference is Kumar et al, US 6,416,471 B1 . 
Kumar teaches the user interface 118 providing control over configurable parameters of 
the system and a database 1 10 for storing patient data, which includes settings used to 
obtain data from the base station unit 30 and auxiliary sensors (see col. 28, lines 45-60, 
and col. 29, lines 30-58). The remote monitoring station 50 maintains the patient 
database 1 10 and allows the operator to access such data for analysis and processing. 
However, the database 1 10 is not stored in the base station (acquisition unit) 30. Thus, 
Kumar teaches limiting access of remote operators of the database, and not the 
operators of an acquisition unit. Therefore, Kumar does not teach the subject matter as 
claimed.
